Pursuit leads to arrest

Niagara Regional Police 
Const. Derek Watson said 
the chain of events started 
unfolding at about 1:38 a.m. 
when police spotted a sto¬ 
len green GMC Suburban 
stolen from Brantford and 
travelling east on Hwy. 20 
in Pelham Just west of Hwy. 
24. 

Officers initiated a traffic 
stop, but the driver refused 
to pull over. He was pur¬ 
sued south onto Hwy. 24 
then back to westbound 
Hwy. 20. 

Watson said a second 
crime patrol unit was in the 
area — specifically assigned 
because of the robberies — 
and successfully deployed 
a spike belt on Twenty Rd. 
west of Regional Rd. 27. 

With a least one punc¬ 
tured tire, the Suburban 
continued to a dead end 
on Concession 4 in West 
Lincoln where two males 
jumped out of the vehicle 
and ran into a wooded area 
in opposite directions. 

Additional NRP units and 
the helicopter from the Buf¬ 
falo, N.Y.-based Erie County 
Sheriff’s Department were 
called out to assist in main¬ 
taining a perimeter and 



tracking the suspects. 

At 6 a.m. the NRP were 
called to the Pioneer gas bar 
at Hwys. 20 and 24, Watson 
said, where one of the sus- 
pects was located and 
arrested without incident. 

In the hours following the 
initial chase, three homes 
were broken into in the area 
of Hwy. 20 in West Lincoln. 

At the first home the sus¬ 
pect was confronted by the 
homeowner so he fled. 

In the second home a 
mother, father and adult 
son were injured after being 
assaulted by the suspect. 
All three were taken to hos¬ 
pital with serious injuries, 
though none were consid¬ 
ered life-threatening. 

At the third home the sus¬ 
pect was able to steal a Toy¬ 
ota Matrix after an alterca¬ 
tion with the homeowners. 

The car was tracked 
from the air by the sheriff’s 
department helicopter and 


pursued to the Brantford 
area. A suspect male was 
subsequently located in a 
home on Mohawk Rd. east 
of Townline and arrested 
by Six Nations Police. The 
suspect was then turned 
over to Niagara police. 

OPP and Six Nations 
police deferred all com¬ 
ment to the NRP. 

Facing numerous charges 
in relation to this matter are 
Joshua Beaver, 24, of Hag- 
ersville and Nicholas Hill, 
27, of Jarvis. Both remain in 
custody. 

There are no outstanding 
suspects. 

An investigation contin¬ 
ues with the assistance of 
Waterloo Regional Police 
Service, Hamilton Police 
Service and Six Nations 
Police. 

Watson said a special NRP 
crime prevention patrol has 
been assigned to the Hwy. 
20 corridor in response to 
recent robberies. 

He said the suspects 
arrested Monday are "cer¬ 
tainly under investigation” 
for recent violent robberies. 

On Saturday, Dec. 28, the 
24-hour Target gas station at 
151 Hwy. 20. W. at Haist St. 
in Pelham was robed by two 
disguised men at about 5:40 


a.m. One was armed with 
a handgun. The clerk was 
made to get on the ground, 
while the men stole cash 
and cigarettes. 

Both robbers fled the store 
in a green 2005 GMC Sierra 
pickup truck that was previ¬ 
ously stolen from Hamilton. 
That truck was discovered 
in flames minutes later in 
a nearby residential neigh¬ 
bourhood. 

The suspects were 
believed to have fled that 
residential area in a second 
stolen truck — a grey 2001 
Chevrolet Silverado pickup 
truck that had a Pelham fire¬ 
fighter sticker on a window. 

One of the suspects was 
described by police at the 
time as possibly Native 
American. Both suspects in 
the Dec. 28 robbery were 
belived by police to reside 
in either the Hamilton or 
Haldimand area. 

A similar robbery took 
place on Friday, Jan. 3, at 
the Esso Station at 13210 
Hwy. 20 in Thorold, where 
two masked men entered 
the store and ordered the 
clerk to give them all of the 
cash at about 12:05 a.m. 

The female clerk was 
roughed up and received 
minor injuries.

Shock and disbelief to pride 
and joy. 

Those are just some of the 
emotions Jennifer Mooradian 
has felt as a Niagara mother 
of a five-year-old child with 
Down syndrome. 

"At first you feel like the bot¬ 
tom has (hopped out of your 
world,” said Mooradian, who 
didn'tknowher daughter Emi 
had the condition until she 
was 13 weeks old. 

“But you quickly come to 
realize that all it is a label. You 
wish you knew then what you 

"Yes she has an extra chro¬ 
mosome, but she’s exactly 
how she’s meant to be. It takes 
her longer to learn things — 
to walk and talk — but she 
does learn to do them. 

“She has a wonderful per¬ 
sonality. She is a perfect 
child.” 

genetic condition that can 
vary from person to person. 

It has no cure or treatment. 
About one in 800 babies are 
bom with it. 

There may be physical signs 
such as a differently shaped 
head and flattened nose. A 
child can face physical, men¬ 
tal and social development 
challenges. 

But many with Down syn¬ 
drome go to university and 
college and hold down jobs. 
They get married, and make 
vital community contribu- 

Families in the same posi¬ 
tion as Mooradian’s will con¬ 


verge in Niagara Falls from 
March 7-9 at Great Wolf 
Lodge as the International 
Down Syndrome Coalition 
holds a networking and get- 
together session. 

The three-day event is 
meant to be a kickoff to World 
Down Syndrome Day, which 
is also recognized by the 


United Nations, March 21. 

Last year, the worldwide 
coalition, based in the United 
States, held events at five 
Great Wolf Lodge locations 
throughout America. 

This year, the group has 
expanded it to 11, includ¬ 
ing one in Canada (Niagara 
Falls). 


Coalition founder Diane 
Grover said on the first day, 
participants will take part in 
a meet and greet. On the sec¬ 
ond day, they will enjoy the 
water park and have a pizza 
party. 

They will enjoy the park 
again on Sunday, as well as 
have the chance to see the 


She said last year, some 
locations attracted up to 200 
people. 

“Our families want to show 
that we’re not all grieving all 
the time,” said Grover. 

“When a parent receives a 
diagnosis that their child has 
Down syndrome, very often

“But over time, that parent 
wants to show the world, ‘I’m 
OK, my child is OK. We’re 
happy. Life is good.’” 

The organization is repre¬ 
sented by families and vol¬ 
unteers. Its mission is to cel¬ 
ebrate and enhance the lives 
of people with Down syn¬ 
drome, as well as offer sup¬ 
port to families. The coalition 
will connect parents to each 
other and direct them to their 
local Down syndrome associ- 

“Nobody has to pay to be 
part of our organization," she 
said. 

Mooradian, who is pres¬ 
ident of Down Syndrome 
Caring Parents Niagara, a 
local support group for par¬ 
ents of children who have 
Down syndrome, said the 
Great Wolf Lodge event is 
more exclusive to fami¬ 
lies impacted by the condi¬ 
tion, but it’s "nice to come 
together as a group.

with other families,” she said. 
“It allows us to work as men¬ 
tors and peers. We can share 
our challenges and our tri¬ 
umphs.”

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LJ CRIME: Retired high school teacher John Horvath was murdered in his Welland home 15 years ago. Who did it? 


Is a killer among us?

John Horvath’s killer is prob¬ 
ably in his mid-30s to early 40s 
now. He could be your friend or 

Then again, maybe he’s left 
the area. Maybe he’s dead. 

What also remains unknown 
is his name. 

Facts about the death of the 
retired E.L. Crossley Secondary 
School shop teacher, however, 
have remained certain over 

It was 15 years ago, on Jan. 
5, 1999 that the body of the 
75-year-old was found at the 
bottom of the basement stairs of 
the red brick bungalow on Nor¬ 
way Ave. where Horvath had 
lived for about a half century. 

He was lying in a pool of 
blood, and had been badly 

Police believe he died on the 
afternoon or evening of Jan. 2, 
when he startled at least one 
intruder. 

Horvath had spent the 
Christmas holidays in Thunder 
Bay visiting his daughter, but 



returned home a few days ear¬ 
lier than planned. 

He died of a deliberate blow 
to the head that fractured his 
skull. 

“It’s still considered an active 
case for the Niagara Regional 
Police Service,” said Staff-Sgt. 
Dave Hunter, who heads the 
major crime unit 
“I don’t like to call them 'cold 
cases’ — that’s the inference of a 
volcano that’s dormant” 

A detective is actively 
assigned to the homicide, 
although Hunter said little in the 


way of information has come in 
in recent years that could bring a 
killer to justice. 

"We would welcome infor¬ 
mation — no matter howtrivial 
it may be — in helping further 
our investigation,” Hunter said. 

But he knows that as the years 
go on, “time dilutes memories.” 
Possiblytoo, someone who may 
have known something that 
could have helped investigators 
might now be dead. 

Still, police won’t surrender to 
the passage of time. 

Why has the case not been 


Police wish they had that 
magic answer 

“So much work and effort 
and followup was put into it, 
and it was thought it was solva¬ 
ble butwe couldn’t get that one 
crack,” said Donna Moody, who 
was the inspector heading the 
major crime unit at the time of 
the murder. For the past seven 
years, she has been director of 
Brock University campus secu- 

For Moody, the case has 
always been personal. 


She was living just a few 
streets away from the crime 
scene. And as a hometown girl 
who started her policing career 
in Welland in 1974, there was a 
sense of obligation to her com¬ 
munity that the case not go 
unsolved. 

For Moody, the January snow 
that follows each Christmas sea¬ 
son brings to mind Horvath’s 

“There were persons of inter¬ 
est that we investigated, but 
there was never enough evi¬ 
dence to narrow it down to one 
suspect," she recalled. 

“It should have been easily 
solved, but for some unknown 
reason there wasn’t that one 
piece. We tried so many avenues 
of investigation." 

Rewards were offered, a 
one-minute Crime Stoppers 
of Niagara segment aired on a 
Hamilton TV news station in 
June 2000, and as DNA analy¬ 
sis techniques advanced there 
remained glimmers of hope. 

An 11-page profile penned 
by the Ontario Provincial Police 
behavioural sciences section in 
Orillia, released to the media in 


February 1999, painted a pic¬ 
ture of a killer likely in his 20s, 
familiar with Welland and who 
likely had a history of poor rela¬ 
tionships and job performance. 
He was probabty impufsive and 
self-centred, blaming others for 
his problems. 

The person who killed John 
Horvath likely uses alcohol and 
or drugs, according to the pro¬ 
file, and that person may have 
left a job soon after the crime. 

It is also possible a sec¬ 
ond person aided in plan¬ 
ning or committing the crime, 
something Niagara police first 
divulged 16 months after Hor¬ 
vath’s death 

Police to this date have not 
said what weapon was used in 
his killing and whether anything 
was stolen. 

Both Hunter and Moody 
hope perhaps this reminder of 
a murder that shook Welland to 
its core 15 years ago could help 

to closing the books. 

“It’s still one (murder) that 
sticks in people’s minds,” said 
Moody. 

“It’s one that haunts us.”

Niagara jobless rate 
worst in Ontario

WELLAND — At 8.8%, Niagara had the 
highest unemployment rate in Ontario in 
December. 

Across the country, Niagara’s unem¬ 
ployment numbers were exceeded only by 
Canada’s Maritime provinces in the report 
released Friday by Statistics Canada. 

The unemployment rate climbed in 
Ontario to 7.5%, with 39,000 job losses 
reported across the province. About 46,000 
jobs were lost across Canada. 

In light of the statistics, Welland MPP 


Cindy Forster said it’s clear the provincial 
government has failed to bolster Ontario’s 
economy. 

“I think they failed abysmally,” the New 
Democrat said in an interview Saturday. 

And despite claims of job creation by 
the Liberal government, Forster said the 


lower wages than the jobs being lost. 

Forster said the NDP has proposed tying 
tax credits to job creation, rather than offer¬ 
ing widespread corporate tax cuts.

Committee nixes election referendums

It doesn’t look like Niagarans will be 
asked referendum questions on amalga¬ 
mation and regional transit after all. 

At its meeting Dec. 12, regional council 
voted to have two referendum questions 
added to the Oct. 27,2014, municipal bal¬ 
lot: “Should Niagara Region fund region¬ 
wide transit service?” and, “Should the 12 
municipalities of Niagara amalgamate to 
form a new ‘City of Niagara?”’ 

But following a staff report presented 
Wednesday to the region’s integrated 
community planning committee, the rec¬ 
ommendation now is that council nix the 
idea of putting the two questions to vot- 

First off, councillors were told they 
could not unilaterally pose the amalga¬ 
mation question on the baUot__^ - 

The reportjjiEparett'Byregion clerk 
JanetPiftnirsaid “the issue of amalgama¬ 
tion is not within the jurisdiction of any 
regional municipality and therefore not 
permitted to appear on municipal elec¬ 
tions ballots.” 

Patrick Robson, the region’s com¬ 
missioner of integrated planning and 
community planning, told council¬ 
lors that while municipal restructur¬ 
ing was not within their purview, they 
could approach the minister of munici¬ 
pal affairs and housing with a request to 
order the Region to put the amalgama¬ 
tion question on the ballot. 

“What the report speaks to, is you could 
approach the minister to have that action 
taken or there maybe another avenue by 
which you look to gauge public interest." 

As for the question of a regional transit 
service, councillors were told a reworded 
ballot question could be asked: “Are you 
in favour of the council of the Regional 
Municipality of Niagara passing the nec¬ 
essary resolutions and bylaws to fund a 
regionwide transit service?” 

The report from Pilon noted the refer¬ 


endum would beconsidered binding i 
least “50% of all eligible electors vote on\ 
the question and if mqre than 50% of the 
votes are in favour.” 

The report said a publil 
be held, in accordance withJegislation 
prior to a council-of-the-whoha vote am 
recommended that meeting be held Feb. 
6 . \

ever, after committee members t

Regional Chair Gary Burroughs was 
dubious as to whether voters would be 
properly informed on the regional tran¬ 
sit subject.

Pelham Coun. Brian Baty and St. 
Catharines Mayor Brian McMullan were 
concerned about the cost of a referen- 

McMullan said the cost could run as 
high as $75,000 “for a question that poorly 
formed doesn't possibly capture all you 
need to capture in a resolution.” 

After the transit question was dealt 
with, St. Catharines Coun. Andy Petrowski 
attempted to once again get the amalga¬ 
mation question on the ballot 

Petrowski made a motion that Nia¬ 
gara Region ask the minister of municipal 
affairs and housing to order “the Regional 
Municipality of Niagara to place the ques¬ 
tion, 'Are you in favour of the 12 munici¬ 
palities of Niagara and Niagara Region 
amalgamating to form a new 'City of Nia¬ 
gara?’" 

The motion was quickly voted on and 
defeated 8-5. 

The recommendations from the com¬ 
mittee will now go before council at its 
meeting Jan. 16

MENOPAUSE 


Symptoms of menopause can be very uncomfortable. The three most common complaints are 
hot flashes, insomnia, and vaginal dryness. After the Women’s Health Initiative trial many patients 
discontinued their hormone therapy due to concerns about cardiovascular problems and breast cancer 
with PREMARIN and PREMPLUS. Unfortunately this left many women struggling with their symptoms. 
Mort recent guidelines have emphasized that short-term use of hormone therapy during early 
menopause may not be that risky. The risk of heart disease is small if hormones are taken within the 
first 10 years of menopause. Also, evidence indicates that the risk of breast cancer probably doesn't 
increase when combination hormone therapy is used for only 2 to 3 years. (Of course you should 
consult your doctor for their opinion on this information). 

There are other options if patients do not want to go the traditional route of hormone replacement. The 
best way to deal with symptoms is to treat them individually. 

For patients with hot flashes tiy non drug options first. Patients should exercise, manage their weight, 
stop smoking and avoid hot drinks, caffeine and alcohol. There are some herbal products on the market 
that can be tried, but in general do not have much evidence for effectiveness. Black cohosh is being 
used by many women but it does not seem any better than placebo for hot flashes. In addition there 
have been some reports of liver toxicity with its use. Soy may provide a small benefit. A common dose 
is 60 grams /day of soy protein from food, or up to 120 mg/day of soy isoflavones from supplements. 
Evening primrose, dong quai, wild yam, and red clover, chasteberry and ginseng have not been shown 
to work for hot flashes. There are some prescription drugs that can be tried as well. These include 
venlafaxine, gabapentin, and clonidine. You can ask your doctor if one of these agents are right for you. 
Vaginal dryness can be treated by an over the counter product called REPLENS. If this proves ineffective 
a local estrogen therapy such as VAGIFEM can be tried. 


Osteoporosis is a real concern for menopausal women not on hormone therapy. Women of this age 
should make sure they are getting 1500 mg of calcium and 1000IU of vitamin D daily. 

Bio-identical Hormone Replacement is another option for symptom treatment. Hormones used in this 
treatment are identical to those in the human body. Bio-identical Hormone therapy is very individualized 
treatment. Patients have their hormones analyzed through a saliva test and then their prescriptions are 
tailor made to meet their needs. Doses and hormones used are compounded in the pharmacy for each 
individual depending on their deficiencies and physician’s prescription. For further information on this 
type of treatment please visit our website WWW.BOGGIOS.COM.

Police began investigating activities 
of the Outlaws and Black Pistons motor¬ 
cycle gangs in early 2013. Their inves¬ 
tigation uncovered evidence of narcot¬ 
ics trafficking, including heroin, cocaine 
and marijuana. 

Federal prosecutor Tanit Gilliam told 
the court Thursday that as part of the 
project, police obtained a wiretap for a 
phone number. 

Text messages and calls were inter¬ 
cepted on the number that involved 
O’Quinn speaking about marijuana. 

In one text message conversation in 
July, O’Quinn is told by a man to "Get me 
as much as you can.” 

O’Quinn replies talking about his time¬ 
line. He later says, “It looks really good. 
Has a nice fruity smell to it" 

Another text message conversation in 
September deals with prices for two dif¬ 
ferent grades of marijuana. 

At one point, O’Quinn is told by a 
man that he’s "still high” and “don’t be 
a junkie.” O’Quinn responds telling the 


man not to worry because the “money is 
my drug.” 

O’Quinn's lawyer, Jason Little, said 
his client has had an addiction prob¬ 
lem since he was 14 years old in Grade 
9. He asked that O’Quinn serve his 
sentence at a facility where he can get 
treatment. 

O’Quinn declined to speak to the 

Nadel said there may be a great deal of 
money to be made in the drug trade but 
it’s at great risk of loss of liberty. 

In addition to the sentence, O’Quinn 
is prohibited for life from owning weap- 

Another 29 people were charged in 
Project Resurgence but are still before 
the courts. 

Two of them, Randy McGean, 42 and 
Isaac Lucas, 36, made a brief appearance 
in the same courtroom Thursday. The St. 
Catharines men will return to court by 
video on Jan. 16.
